Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed May 8, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive in regards to claims 16-23. 

Regarding claim 16-23, the prior art still reads on the claimed invention for the following 
reason. Claim limitations that employ phrase of the type "adapted to" are typical of claim 
limitations, which may not distinguish over the prior art. It has been held that the recitation that 
an element is "adapted to" performing a function is not a positive limitation but only requires the 
ability to so perform. See MPEP 2111 .04.
